SPECIFIC GOLD CONTRACTS

Bob Up in the S-nate In an Unexpeeted
Manner—The Anti-Option Bill Goes
Over Tiil Monday —*ubstnniial Work in
the HMouse,

WasmixeTox, July 23 —A debate in-
volving the question of specific contracts
pavable in gold was precipitated in the
Senate toular in an unexpected manner,
and continued until it was erowded out hy
the anti-option LIl It happened in this
way:

Just before the adjournment on Friday
unaninious consent had been given 1o have
a House il in regard to judgments of Uni-
ted States Courts taken up and acted on
during the morning honr to-day, The fact
had been overlonked that on a previous oc-
casion the bill had been before the Senate
and that amendment haid been offered to it

by Mr. Teller, and was still pending,
making  such judgments parable
in lezal tender maoner, even

although the contract may have stipulated
for pavmwent in gold. The amendment nas
strennously opposed by Mesars  Sherman
and Higeins, snd was as stoutly defended
and advocated hy Messrs. Palmer, Morgan
and Turpie. When the morning hour ex-
pired the bill and amendment went over
without action,and the bill resumed its
place on the ealendar.

The anti-option bill oecupied the atten-
tion of the Senate during the rest of the al-
ternoon, Mr. Hansbrongh making an argu-
ment in favor of it ana Mr. Hiscock an ar-
gument in opposition. The bill is to be
tuken up after the reading of the journal on
Mondar, when Mr. George is to make an ar-
gument in its support,

The House to-day made substantial prog-
ress with its buxiness in at least one partio-
ular, and that was the disposition of the
Senunte amendmentsto the general deficiency
bill, which were, with one exception, non-
concurred in and sent toa further eonfer
ence. Otherwise the day was without fea-
ture,

NOT MUCH TO SAY.
RBetiornes Among the Membirs of the
Congressional Investigation Committes
—A Grave Fltpation Io the JMinds of Al
T o Wikl Taik

WaAsSHINGTON, July 23, —The members
of the Homestead Investigation Committee
who expressed themselves for publieation
in regard to the efiect of the tragedy at
Pittsburg were very hrief 1n their utter-
auers. They preferred to wait until they
had heard all the fnctsin the case before
passing judgment upon the matter.

Representatives Ortes, Chairman of the
Committee, read the dispatches very eare-
fully, and then said: ‘1 regret very much
to hear of the shooting, It addsto the com-
plications already existing. It s not any
eTeat surprise 1o me, considering the agi-
tated stnte of mind and the conditions ex-
isting between the Carnegie Company and
the men at Homestzad. I have been appre.
hensive all the time that something of this
kind would oceur. It was a very serious
situation there, and because of what I saw
on my visit I was not surprised when I
heard of the shooting.”

Representative Broderick, another mem-
ber of the Investigation Committee, re-
garded the shooting as very unfortunate,
indeed. It was hard to tell whether or not
the shooting would bave any eftect on the
labor question. It would not affect the la-
boring men’s canse nnless it wasshown that
the man who commitied the deed was con-
nected with the laboring men’s organiza-
tion. If the shooting was that of an irre-
spousible crank, as Mr. Broderick helieved
it to be, it ought not to affect injuriously
the canse of the laboring people, or that of
anvone else

Two of the three remaicing members of
the committee were not in the House when
n reporter sought them, and the fifth de.
clined to be interviewed for publication.
The Pennsylvania members in the House
were inclined to think the trouble a grave
one, and one wiich they feared might lead
to other scenes of disorder.

DISCOVERY IN AN ANCIENT MOURD.

Two Femnale Skelotons and Sems Jewelry
Unearthed in Indiann,

Covvmpus, Ixp, July 23 —The West
Fork Historical Society has unearthed two
skeletons of women from the mound out of
which the large male skeleton was taken
about a vear ago, It is elaimed thst one of
these skeletons exhlbits a remarkably fine
specimen of Caucasisn skull, and the other
one of the Mongolian and Caucasian varie-
ties mixed,

Two picces of jewelry were also found,
one ol them a six-pointed star, one inch
from tip to tip, Each of the six points has
13 small stars, so small as almost to require
a microscope to discern them, while in the
eenter of the piece is a full moon, not dis
cernible without a glass

The other relicis a cnn}:er eross of peeu-
liar shape, covered with figures of birds and
beasts,

The society has been offered liberal prices
for the relies, but will not sell,

DEATH IN A DINNER.|

Five Partakers Die Either From Poi-
son or Cholera Morbus, and

ASMANY MORE CANNOT SURVIVE.

The Victims Had Faten Butter Beans That
Were ? ot Quite Fresh.

AX AUTOPSY DIECLOSES X0 ARSBNIC

TRPRCIAL TELEGRAM TO TAR DISFATOW.1

HavermiLL, Mass, July 238 —Fire
members of a dioner party at the Cable
BDouse, Salisbury Beach, July 20, are dead
and five more are dying. The doctors who
have been in attendance are not agreed as
to the precise canse of death, but it is evi-
dently the result of poison in some form.

All the victims suffered intensely before
dying, and those who are now allve are in
great agomy. It is a very mysterious
malady, traced directly to the dinner served
at the Cable House last Wednesday,

The first to be affected were Mrs. Webster
and Mr. and Mre Sanborn, of this city,
whose desths were reported in to-day's
Disparon.  Sinee then Daniel MeCarthy,
Leory Smith, both of Haverhill, and Mrs,
George Wilson, of Georgetown, have died.
John Montgomery, landlord of the Cable
Honge; Joe Kebfe, of Amesbury; John
Wesley Smith, William Batchelder and
Napoleon Chick, of Haverhill, and Frank
Penniman, of Salisbury, are very sick, and
the doctors report that five of them will
die.

All the patients were atiacked with in-
tense pain in the bowels, accompanied by
vomwiting. Some ot the doctors thought the
symptoms were of arsenieal * poisoning,
while others ssid the sickness was due to
cholera morbna  The only food which eould
possibly have eaused the latter was the
supply of butter beans

The doctors think the beans were not as
freshas they should have been, and that the
essential oil “‘ptomaines” had developed.
This is an acute poison and would produce
the eflect seen in the cases of the victims of
Wednesday's dinner.

An autopsy was performed to-day on the
body of Daniel MeCarthy, and no traces of
mineral poison were found. The only
peovliar appearsnes was the congestion of
the mucous membrane, such as is found in
every death from cholera morbus
